LOUISVILLE, Ky., Sept. 28.—An 
all-day hearing of constitutionality 
of the Guffey Coal Act terminated 
with submission of the issue _ to 
United States District Judge El- 
wood Hamilton last night, along 
with a Government suggestion that 
he ought not to pass on it. 

The issue was raised by the R. C. 
Tway Coal Co. in answer to C. H. 
Clark, a stockholder, who sued to 
compel the company to obey the 
Guffey act. The firm contended 
the act was unconstitutional. Coun- 
sel agreed that this was the only 
issue and invited the Government 
to help Clark present the test. 

Washington dispatches last week 
said the Department of Justice 
would send a staff of lawyers here, 
but when the case was called As- 
sistant United States District At- 
torney Oldham Clark said the Gov- 
ernment. declined to take part, ex- 
cept to submit a memorandum as a 
friend of the court. This memo- 
randum questioned the Court’s jur- 
isdiction on the ground that both 
stockholder and the company want- 
ed the act held void, so there was 
no controversy of which the court 
might take cognizance. also ar- 
gued that the court ought not to 
make a constitutional ruling be- 
cause the parties had maneuvered 
the case to raise the issue. 

Dawson Cites Precedent. 

Former United States Judge 
Charles I. Dawson, counsel for the 
Tway company, cited tases'to show 
the parties wete entitled to the rul- 
ing. He was counsel for 16 com- 
panies, of which the Tway was one, 
which sued Sept. 10 to enjoin the 
Internal Revenue Department from 
collecting the 15 per cent excise 
imposed by the act. — | 

He contended the act contained 
four provisions beyond the power 
of Congress and violated the Con- 
stitution in five ways. The provi- 
sion for giving back 90 per cent of 
the tax to submissive companies 
was declared by Dawson to be a 
palpable attempt to misuse the tax- 
ing power to enforce an unconsti- 
tutional statute. 

Dawson condemned the Guffey 
Act provisions setting up a board 
to fix hours and wages, requiring 
that all sales to persons similarly 
¢ircumstanced be at the same price, 
and fixing the duration of contracts 
made before the code is in effect. 
He quoted many decisions that pro- 
duction and manufacture were not 
commerce, and hence were not sub- 
ject to Federal regulation.

found guilty of patronizing stores owned 
by Jews. She had been indignant until 
her friends explained that this boycott 
was in answer to the boycott that the 
Jews of the world are waging against 
Germany. She concludes that under 
these conditions no reasoning person can 
find fault with the boycott that will 
eventually spread over all Germany 
against the Jewish business houses. 

She ignores the fact that the world- 
wide boycott was inaugurated in protest 
against the persecution of Jews prior to 
it. The Nazis use the effect of their 
acts as an excuse for further persecu- 
tions, just as they arrest and put into 
“protective custody” the victims of as- 
saults made upon harmless and helpless 
‘persons by their raiding gangsters. 

Mr. Stevens and Mrs. Primavesi, no 
doubt, are not aware of the existence in 
Germany of concentration camps, where 
thousands of political opponents of the 
Nazis are confined and there “dealt with 
with barbaric severity.”

SALUTE 10 THE RED MAN. 

This is American Indian day. Over the country 
their white-skinned fellow citizens are urged to ac- 
knowledge the debt they owe to the red men. What 
debt? Well, perhaps it doesn’t sound like much in 
an industrial age of super-highways, delicatessens 
and countless modern conveniences. How to plant 
and cultivate corn and to store it for winter. How 
to make foods from cornmeal. How to use pumpkins, 
squashes, sweet potatoes, beans and other strange 
edibles of field and forest. How to-stalk deer, elk, 
moose and buffalo and how to dry fresh meat in 
the sun.

They will be tolerated only so long 
a: they “restrict themselves to the tasks as- 
signed them.” 

The army is not whole-heartedly Nazi in 
sympathies and ideas; indeed, it despises the 
class from which the subaltern Hitler sprang, 
and most of his entourage. It shares the 
Nazis’ hatred of Marxists, liberals, demo- 
crats and pacifists, but it does not approve 
a)l Hitler’s demagogic promises. It is not, 
in fact, and was not, identified with any 
party; it is not “political” in the manner of 
South American and Balkan armies. Its 
strength lies in its aloofness from factional 
struggles. 

Being above all groups, there is no group 
or force as yet visible which might challenge 
it. Apart from a severe economic break- 
down, its Sway seems assured. The fateful 
shift of balance within the German state is 
hence perfected. The old order has returned 
again. Indeed, even more than before 1914, 
the future of Europe hinges upon the de- 
cisions of a military caste. 

The army is not a class but a_ caste. 
Though its basis is big landlordism and its 
affiliations with munitions industries are 
obvious, its power is derived from more than 
economic sources; it has the naked might of 
the sword and an inherited and now restored 
prestige which sanctifies its every action.

The chief problems of the Reichswehr, its 
lack of foreign allies and its own awkward 
bulk, are both traceable to Nazi influence. 
Otherwise, the Nazis have carried to fulfill- 
ment the plans and dréams of the army. 
They have taken Germany out of the League 
ty permit full liberty to rearm; they have 
drained the resources of the state for arma- 
ments, the construction of military roads 
and the drilling of youth. Most efficiently 
they have performed a task which the army, 
accustomed to command rather than per- 
suade, might never have achieved alone: the 
remilitarization of the popular mind. 

They have seized, for the purpose, every 
organ of education and public opinion, forced 
universities to accept the new “Science of 
War,” placed over, the Protestant churches 
an ex-army chaplain who first brought to- 
gether Hitler and Blomberg (Minister of De- 
funse and head of the army), and who hopes 
to “wipe the pacifism from Christianity.” 
Everywhere, in all fields, military terms and 
Martial attitudes now reign. As a Nazi paper 
rejoiced, “even in the German streets, the 


Germany, have now begun to wake in alarm 
and ask what is the will of the Reichswehr. 
Will it attack? And whom? And when? 
None of the Powers wishes to attack Ger- 
many, but all wonder whether Germany will 
take the aggressive. 

Outwardly, of course, the Reichswehr still 
preserves its “unpolitical” pose. It will be 
conservative and make no Socialistic experi- 
ments. It will concentrate upon its own de- 
velopment with professional pride and culti- 
vate militarism for militarism’s sake, l’'armee 
pour l’armee. Nevertheless, it has not re- 
nounced aggressive plans. Its very recent 
change of name, from Reichswehr (Reich 
Defense Force) to Reichsheer (Reich Army) 
indicates the frank shedding of the mere 
defensive character for the new troops.

What are its military designs? All close 
students of recent events in Germany know 
that the army is relying, is compelled to re- 
ly, on the “strategy of the surprise attack,” 
and that its preparations are all leading to 
extreme mobility. Its operating theory has 
been elaborated by Lieutenant-Colonel Neh- 
ring as follows: 

“There is general horror of the trench 
war, the freezing of the fronts. It must not 
come again. Now every tendency is directed 
toward mobility, rapidity and surprise. No 
more declarations of war. Like a stroke, the 
surprise attack comes. First, strong motor- 
ized reconnoitering corps which penetrate 
the enemy country for hundreds of kilome- 
ters. With greater rapidity, these forces are 
followed by the main bodies, supported on 
the flanks by armored tanks. At the same 
time, the air attack takes place.” 

And what are the ultimate objectives of 
the army? Possibly they have not yet been 
determined. For the moment, it is con- 
cerned with its own -aggrandizement, with 
developing the fighting machine and consol- 
idating its social, economic and _ political 
power. Yet some thought has been expend- 
ed upon “grand ends.” 

A few leaders, following Gen. Von Metzsch, 
hold that Germany, armed to the teeth, may 
claim all she wants and get it without a 
fight by overawing other nations smitten by 
the “peace psychosis.” Others, like Gen. 
Goering, who defends the march through 
Belgium in 1914, propose the “smashing 
blow” along the old lines of attack, aided by 
an overwhelming air force. 

Looming before them all is the possibility 
that the Reichswehr may yet be the executor 
of Hitler's testament, “Mein Kampf’ —de- 
stroy France, overcome Russia and, as he 
proclaims repeatedly, establish Germany as 
Mistress of the Globe (Herrin des Erdhballs).

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By the Associated Press, 
FREMONT, Neb., Sept. 28. 
_"" text of President Roose- 
velts speech here today 
follows: 


I am giad to be in Nebraska 
again. It is almost exactly 
three years ago that I visited 
farms in this State and saw 
| farmers threshing 30-cent wheat 
| and shelling 20-cent corn. 


Much has happened during 
the three years that followed. 
_-Then, the prices of farm pro- 
| ducts were falling lower and 

even lower as markets vanished 
and surpluses accumulated; 

farm buildings and equipment 


|| were deteriorating month by 


month; soil fertility was being 
sapped as farmeére struggled to 
raise enough bushels to meet 
their debts and taxes. Country 
schools were closing and, most 
disheartening of all, thousands 
of farmers were losing their 
homes by foreclosure. 


This was true not only in this 
part of the great West, but in 
practically every state of the 
Union—north, east, south and 
west. 

The man-made _ depression 


|| Was, as we know, followed in 


many parts of the country by 
the most severe drouth in our 
recorded history. 


Message to the Farmers. 


I am taking the opportunity 
of stopping here in Fremont to 
deliver to you a message of 
thanks. Through you I deliver 
that same message to farmers 
and farm families throughout 
the nation. 


We all know the heroic story 
of the pioneers. We know the 
hardships and the troubles they 
suffered. If ever we need detmn- 
onstration that the pioneering 
spirit that originally settled this 
country still lives, unshaken and 
undiminshed, the farmers of 
America have proved it in the 
years through which we have 
just passed. I well realize the 
suffering and the desolation. I 
know the faith and hope, the 
patience and courage you have 
shown. For this I applaud you; 
for this I extend the thanks of 
the nation to the farmers of the 
nation. 


Three years ago I did not 
promise the millenium for agri- 
culture, but I did promise that 
I should attempt to meet that 
| intolerable situation in every 

way that human effort and in- 
| wenuity made possible. I said 

that I should do my beat, and 

| that if my efforts proved un- 
successful, I should tell the 
country frankly and try some- 
thing else. But that was not 
necessary. 


A Condition, Not a Theory. 


I was not meeting a theory, 
I was meeting a condition. Fore- 
most among the efforts of my 
administration when we came 
into office were practical 
means to improve the situation 
| on the farms of this country. 


I- recognized in March, 1933, 
that efforts to improve agricul- 
‘ture should of necessity be two- 
fold. We should attempt, first, 
to lift the immediate burdens 
by raising farm prices and by 
lightening the burden of debt. 
Second, I pledged myself to 


| long-term efforts extending be- 


| yond these immediate emergen- 
| cy measures to stabilize Ameri- 
can agriculture by long-term 


Even before I went to the 
White House I put into practice 
a theory which older and more 
_ cynical persons told me was im- 
possible. Up to that time the 
| farmers of America had been 
unable to choose by any sub- 
stantial majority between three 
or four plans aimed at restor- 
ing farm purchasing power and 

| farm prosperity. People’ in 


| Washington told me that you 


could never get farmers as a 
_whole to agree to anything. 
| Nevertheless, at the famous 
conference, representative of 
| every section of the country and 

of farm organization, held in 

Washington in the spring of 

1933, a very large majority of 


what you and I now know as 


the agricultural adjustment 
plan. 
After Two Years’ Trial. 


This plan has been in of e''s- 
tion for only two years ana 
half. You know its general re- 
sults. You know that there 
have been many imperfections 
in it and that we still have 
much to iearn in providing bet- 
ter administration for it, in 
amending it from time to time, 
and in fitting it into world con- 
ditions, which each year show 
tremendous changes. 

The plan itself was, as you 
know, based on the co-operative 
efforts of the farmers them- 
selves and on the broad eco- 
nomic theory that the industrial 
part of the population of the 
nation could not prosper and 
return people to work unless 
the agricultural part of the na- 
tion were in a position to pur- 
chase the output of the indus- 
trial part. It was based on 
knowledge of the fact that for 
the farmers of the nation the 
long, downhill road to depres- 
sion began not in 1929, but in 
1920, that from that date on 
through the so-called boom days 
of the 1920s the debts of the 
farms and farmers mounted 
while their assets and earnings 
slid down hill. 

Coming back to you _ after 
three years, I experience the 
extreme pleasure of recognizing 
that the co-operative efforts in 
which the farmers themselves, 
the Congress and my adminis- 
tration have engaged, have 
borne good fruit. 


Debt Burden Lightened. 


The problem of the early days 
of the administration was not 
only to raise crop values from 
starvation levels, but also to 
save farm families from actual 
loss of their homes and their 
chattels. 


The burden of agricultural 
debt, it is true, has not been 
eliminated, but it has been de- 
cisively and definitely lightened. 
Loans have been made through 
the Farm Credit Administration 
to nearly half a million farmers 
since May, 1933. These loans 
amount to more than $1,800,- 
000,000. Eighty-seven per cent 
of this great sum was used to 
refinance existing farm indebt- 
edness. The annual interest 
saving of farmers whose debts 
have been refinanced is about 
one-quarter of the interest pre- 
viously paid. Over 850,000 farm- 
ers are making savings this 
year on interest alone of more 
than $55,000,000. The interest 
rate which farmers have to pay 
on the farm mortgage debts re- 
financed by the Farm Credit 
Administration is the lowest 
rate in history. 
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Second Effort for Farmers. 


My second effort in the im- 
mediate improvement of the 
farmer's position was to get 
him not only a relatively but an 
absolutely better return for his 
products. 


In approaching this problem 
we moved on two fronts; first, 
to free our monetary system of 
bondage to a sufficient extent 
to permit money to serve the 
people rather than to force peo- 
ple to serve money. I deliber- 
ately chose to disregard those 
who said that before a balance 
could be produced in our eco- 
nomic life, almost universal 
bankruptcy would be necessary 
through inflation. I held, as [ 
now hold, that the appropriate 
measures to take were rather 
to improve prices, particularly 
in farm commodities, to such an 
extent that the things the farm- 
er had to sell would enable him 
to buy the things that he need- 
ed to support life and to afford 
him a fair degree of security. 

From the summer of 1929 to 
the time when I took office in 
1933, the prices of farm prod- 
ucts, that is, the things that the 
farmer had to sell, had declined 
by 62 per cent, while the prices 
of the things the farmer had to 
buy had fallen 35 per. cent. 
Thus, the farmer, on the aver- 
age, had to use twice as many 
bushels of wheat, twice as many 
bushels of corn, twice as many 
hogs, twice as many bales of 
cotton, twice as much of all of

his products, in order to buy 
the same dimount of things that 
he needed. The closing of that 
gap was en important objective 
of this a&ministration, and we 
shall bend our efforts to hold 
the gains that we have made. 
The gap which was the meas- 
ure of the farmer’s despair and 
distress, after two and a half 
years of effort, in large part 
has been closed. 


Factrs in Readjustment. 


Many factors were involved in 
this readjustment. Our mone- 
tary policy was one. The drouth 
was another. Increased demand 
for products caused by the eco- 
nomic revival was another, and 
the operations of our agricul- 
tural adjustment administration 
was still another. 


I need not tell you of the 
origins and the purposes and 
the methods of the agricultural 
adjustment act. That is history, 
and, I submit, honorable his- 
tory. Moreover, the farmers 
know how the act has worked. 
They know from the contents of 
their own pocketbooks that 
their income has been increased. 
The record is there to prove the 
case—an increase of $1,800,000,- 
000 in farm cash income in 1933 
over 1932; $1,900,000,000 increase 
in 1934 over 1932, and an esti- 
mated $2,400,000,000 increase in 
1935 over 1932. That makes a 
total increase of $5,300,000,000 
over what the farmer’s income 
would have been if the 1932 
level had been continued. 


Is it surprising, in the light 
of this improved income, that 
the farm implement factories in 
Illinois and New York and the 
automobile factories of Michi- 
gan, and the steel milis of 
Pennsylvania, are springing into 
activity? Is it any wonder that 
smoke is pouring once more 
from chimneys long smokeless? 
Is,;it any wonder that workers 
long without regular jobs are 
going back to work? Now, with 
export surpluses no longer 
pressing down on the farmer's 
welfare, and with faiper prices, 
farmers really have a chance 
for the first time in this gen- 
eration to profit from improved 
methods. With agriculture on 
the way to a condition of pros- 
perity, it is possible now for the 
farmer of the country, in co- 
operation with their Govern- 
ment, to look to the longer 
future. 


The Farmers’ Plight. 


Three years ago, in the des- 
perate struggle to keep want 
from the threshold, farmers, no 
matter how much they might 
have wished to adopt cropping 
practices that would conserve 
and build the fertility of their 
soil, were compelled to raise 
more bushels of wheat and corn 
or pounds of cotton and tobacco 
than their land properly could 
sustain through the years. But 
with this compelling necessity 
now passed, they can put scien- 
tific crop rotation systems into 
effect and save their soil fertil- 
ity. That, my friends, is of 
equal interest in Pennsylvania 
and in Kansas and in Maine and 
in Georgia. 


The dust storms that a few 
months ago drifted from the 
western plains to the Atlantic 
Ocean were a warning to the 
whole nation of what will hap- 
pen if we waste our heritage 
of soil fertility, the ultimate 
source of our wealth and of 
life itself. 


I have not the time to talk 
with you in detail about what 
the Government is trying to do 
to prevent soil erosion and 
floods, to encourage forestation, 
to give people the opportunity 
voluntarily to move off submar- 
ginal land and on to adequate 
land where they can make both 
ends meet—in other words, to 
use every square mile of the 
United States for the purpose 
to which it is best adapted. 
That in its accomplishment is 
a project of 100 years. But for 
the first time in the history of 
the nation, we have started on 
that project because for the 
first time we have begun to un- 
derstand that we must harness 
nature in accordance with na- 
ture’s laws, instead of despoil- 


| 


ing nature in violation of her 
laws. 


Most Important Gain. 


Perhaps the most important 
gain of all is the development | 
of the farmer's ability, through | 
co-operation with other farm-| | 
ers, to direct and control the | 
conditions of his life. Programs, | 


now in effect under the Agri- 
cultural Adjustment Act are 
planned and operated by the'| 
farmers themselves through. 
nearly 5000 county production 
control associations, which are) 
manned by more than 100,000 
committeemen and which num- | 
ber among their members more | 
than 3,000,000 adjustment con- 
tract signers. 


The Government's part in this | 
program is merely to supply the| | 
unifying element that the farm-| | 
ers themselves, in their past ef-| | 
forts, found so essential to suc-| | 
cess. That, it seems to me, is 
the true function of govern- 
ment under our Constitution— | 
to promote the general welfare, 
not by interfering unduly with 
individual liberties, but by 
bringing to the ald of the in- 
dividual those powers of gov- 
ernment which are essential to 
asspre the continuance of the'| | 
ingMenable rights which the | 
Constitution is intended to guar- | | 
antee. It is democracy in the | 
good old American sense of the) | 
word, 


Policy Evolving. | | 

The Government's policy to- | | 
ward agriculture has been evolv-| 
ing ever since the time of | 
George Washington. I know it. 
will continue to evolve and I) 
hope no one thinks that the 
present machinery is perfect | 
and cannot be improved. What 
counts is not so much the meth- 
ods of the moment as the path- 
ways that are marked out down 
the years. | 


| 
I like to think of the agri-| 
cultura] adjustment act not) 
merély as a temporary means 
of rescue for a great industry, 
but as the expression of an en- 
during principle carved in stone 
by a nation come to maturity 
—a nation which has forever 
left behind the old irresponsible 
ways of its youth, a nation fac- 
ing the realities of today and 
prudently taking thought for 
the morrow. I like to think 
that never again will thfs na- 
tion let its agriculture fall back | 
into decay, that instead the | 
farmers of American will al-| 
ways be able to guard the 
principles of liberty and _  de- 
mocracy for which their farmer | 
ancestors fought. I like to think 
that agricultural adjustment is 
an expression, in concrete form, | 
of the human rights those farm- 
er patriots sought to win when | 
they stood at the bridge at Con- | 
cord, when they proclaimed the | 
declaration of independence, | 
and when they perpetuated | 
these ideals by the adoption of 
the Constitution. 


Principles Endure. 


Methods and machinery 
change, but principles go on, 
and I have faith that, no mat- 
ter what attempts may be made 
to tear it down, the principle 
of farm equality expressed by 
agricultural adjustment will not 
die. 


You who live in this section 
of Nebraska occupy what is/| 
very nearly the geographical 
center of the United States—as | 
much land west of you as lies 
east of you, as much land north 
of you as lies south of you.

NEW WATERFOWL 
REFUGE STARTED 
ON WHITE RIVER 


U. S. Biological Survey An- 


nounces Details of Re- 
storing 110,000-Acre 
Tract in Arkansas.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—Details 
of the waterfowl] sanctuary being 
developed on the White River in 
Arkansas were made public here 
today by the Bureau of Biological 
Survey. 

The bureau is restoring 110,000 
acres of hereditary waterfowl rest- 
ing and wintering grounds in Mon- 
roe, Arkansas, Phillips and Desha 
counties. Established by a recent 
executive order, the White River 
migratory waterfowl! refuge extends 
from a short distance north of Wil- 


low Lake 62 miles southward along 


theWhite almost to thepoint at 
which it flows into the Mississippi. 
The refuge, according to the an- 
nouncement by the Bureau of Bio- 
logical Survey, will provide an “in- 
violate retreat” for waterfowl. At 
present, the birds that winter in 
this region are threatened by mar- 
ket hunters and other illegal kiil- 
ers, the bureau announcement says. 
Administration Site Tentative. 
When the entire area of the ref- 


/uge is under supervision, it will 
harbor, the bureau reports, a large 


proportion of the mallard ducks 
that use the Mississippi flyway. 
Pintails, gadwalls and green-winged 
teal also frequent this region in 
large numbers, 

At St. Charles, on the northwest 
boundary of the refuge, tentatively 
chosen as an administration site, 
CCC workers will construct ad- 
ministration buildings, including a 
high lookout tower. Two other look- 
Gut towers at strategic points will 
contribute to a rigid patrol policy. 

The entire area remains flooded 
for several months of the year, 
usually by high levels in the Mia- 
sissippi, and two houseboats will 
te used as outpots of enforcement 
and patrcl.

whose iove the State contends he 
committed murder. 

Questioned all morning, Sherman 
maintained his innocence of. the 
crime and insisted he purposely 
gave different versions of the 
drowning, which he termed acci- 
dental. Mrs. Sherman, 22, had gone 
canoeing with her husband on the 
night of July 20 when the canoe 
overturned and she sank in the 
waters of Lake Singletary. 

At times on the verge of tears, 
Sherman testified under cross-ex- 
amination of District Attorney 
Owen A. Hoban that he had im- 
proper relations with Miss Magill 
“once and once only.” This _ oc- 
curred, he said, on an automobile 


trip to Woonsocket, R. I., early this 


year. The birth of his second child 
took place March 35. | 

After Sherman had admitted his 
relations with Miss Magill, his own 
counsel asked him why he had not 
told of it before. The defendant 
replied: “Because I wouldn’t do any 
such thing to run down any per- 
son's character.” 


Asked Girl to Marry Him. 


He testified,,as Miss Magill. did 
yesterday, that he asked her wheth- 
er she would marry him if he ob- 
tained a divorce. 

He explained he gave an incorrect 

version of the drowning at first 
“because I was ashamed of it.” Pre- 
viously he had testified that he 
swam ashore and saved himself be- 
cause he was afrdid if he let his 
wife cling to him they would both 
drown. He is 6 feet 4 inches tall 
and weighs 240 pounds. His wife 
weighed 118 pounds. _ 
On April 26 last, his birthday, he 
said, his wife had a cake ready with 
candies when he came home. from 
work in a Whitinsville machine 
shop, where Miss Magill also 
worked. He admitted he did not 
stay at home that evening but went 
out with Miss Magill. 

Throughout the interrogation, he 
insisted the alieged confession, 
signed by him was not true and 
clung to the statement that he loved 
his wife.. He asserted he signed the 
confession “under pressure.” 

Says Wife Knew of Affair. 

Sherman told the jury that after 
his wife became aware of his asso- 
ciation with Miss Magill she al- 
lowed him a “month or six weeks” 


to carry on his affair with the girl. |

teeth or on the rough surface of the 
tongue. 
Drs. Haggard and Greenberg 


have proved pretty conclusively that 
the last modus is the one most of- 
ten operating. They used the class- 
ic offenders—onion and garlic. 
(Chemically, if you would like to 
know, they are, respectively, allyl- 
propyl disulphate and allyl disul- 
phide. “How was George today?” 
“He reeked of allyl-propyl disul- 
phide.”) They devised a method of 
recoginizing these on the breath. 
After eating 15 gm of garlic the 
amount of allyl disulphide on the 
breath was: 

In five minutes, 0.00228 milli- 
grams; in one hour, 0.0008 milli- 
grams; in four hours, 0.0003 milli- 
grams; in six hours, 0.0002 milli- 
grams. 

For those who believe that bad 
breath comes from the stomach, the 
following experiment should be con- 
vincing to the contrary; when the 


garlic was chopped up, put in gela- 
tine capsules and swallowed, no 
odor whatever was detected on the 
breath during the next 24 hours. 


from the lungs; the substances “The only exception occurred when 


during the first three hours after 
eating the garlic, the subject belch- 
ed; only momentarily then was the 
breath rendered foul by the odor 
from the stomach. 

The conclusion seems certain 
that bad breath in most cases 
comes from particles left in the 
mouth cavity—in teeth or on 
tongue. This is further proved be- 
cause the odor of onion or garlic 
can be removed by the use of 
chloramine. Chloramine is a stand- 
ard U. 8S. P. product which any 
drug store should supply. 
the mouth has been rinsed, the 
teeth brushed and the tongue scrub- 
bed with a solution made by dis- 
solving five grains of chloramine 
in a quarter of a glass of water, no 
odor of garlic could be detected on 
the breath. Nor could any garlic 
oil be found on chemical analysis 
which proves that the chloramine 
does not simply mask the odor, but 
actually destroys the oil. 

These are almost the first really 
scientific investigations of that 
pressing subject of halitosis. Bad 
breath may come from nose dis- 
ease, atrophic rhinitis. But by far 
the larger number of ordinary cases 
that your best friend won't tell you 
about, are due to odorous particles 
left in the teeth or on the tongue.

To have it damaged, to lose it, be- 
cause someone lost his temper, is 
unthinkable. 

| Slapping children, shaking them, 
pinching them, cuffing them about 
is pernicious. Informed, well bred, 
well trained people never think of 
doing such things. Teachers, of all 
people, are supposed to be beyond 
such practices. They are forbidden 
in their profession. These practices 
in the classroom are inexcusable. 
Teachers are, first of all, examples 
to their classes. What sort of ex- 
‘ample is the persons who flies into a 
rage, pulls a child’s hair or boxes 
his ears? 

Teachers are not the only ones 
who commit this offense against 
children. Parents have been known 
to take hold of a child’s ear and 
haul him across the room by it. Par- 
ents have been known to box their 
children’s ears for no reason except 
to give vent to their irritation and 
vexation. They, along with the un- 
controlled teacher, deserve the con- 
tempt the children hold for them. 

A child of school age is beyond 
the stage where force is necessary 
or useful. I grant you that on rare 
occasions a spanking seems to be 
the short cut to peace and harmony 


sion should not become the usual 
‘practice, however. If it does, it 
ceases to have any value. Boxing a 
‘Child’s ears is never right, never use- 
ful, never justified, because it is 
likely to do permanent harm to the 
child. It is not possible to restore 
hearing, once it is impaired or lost. 

Teach children to protect their 
ears against cold. Show them how 
to keep them clean. Teach them to 
respect their ears and their hearing 
by showing concern about these 
matters in your dealing with them.
